Ilinois has tak en the lead In setting 
aside a day as a memorial for firemen 
who in mu ch the same sp irit as the 
soldier endanger their liv es for the 
p u blic welfare. The firemen of Dix on 
Su nday afternoon observ ed the memo- 
! rial p roclamation and in comp any 
with many citizens marched to Oak - 
wood cemetery and p laced dowers 
u p on the grav es of thirty firemen now 
rep osing there. Neighboring cities join 
ed in this observ ance and there were 
•en firemen here from Morrison, ten 
from Sterling and elev en from Rock 
Falls. Tbe Morrison Fireme n held a 
similar8 erv ice in the forenoon and were 
addressed by Rev . Newton of this city . 
Following the ex ercises at the ceme­ 
tery the firemen attended serv ices at 
the Peop le’s chu rch, where, a sp ecial 
memorial address was deliv ered by 
Rev . J. F. Newton. There were sev e­ 
ral fine mu sical nu mbers on the p ro­ 
gram at the chu rch inclu ding a du et 
by Mrs. W. R. Park er and T. A. 
Craig, a solo Mrs. F. 0. Dlmick , and 
also a solo by W. V. E. Steel, who 
sang “The Holy City ,” su p p orted by 
the onoir in tbe choru s. 
REV. NEWTON’S ADDRESS 
Rev . Newton’s address 
was v ery 
' interesting and inclu ded a history of 
the Dix on fire dep artment. He said: 
Toe original Dix on Hose comp any 
was organized Jan. 24 th, 187 0, by the 
late Henry S. Dey , and met in tbe same 
bu ilding in which it now meets, and 
on almost tbe same sp ot—the bu ilding 
hav ing been mov ed from where tbe 
feed-sbed stands to its p resent site. 
A hook and ladder comp any was added 
to the comp any one week later. Tbe 
water u sed in fighting fires in those 
day s was su p p lied by p u mp s p laced in 
one of tne mills along the riv er. 


A DI8 ASTER0U8 FIRE 
On Ap ril 8 th, 1880, occu rred p erhap s 
the greatest fire disaster this city has 
ev er seen. 
A biaze was discov ered at 
one o’clock in the morning in Thomp ­ 
son’s Flou ring mill, and tne comp any 
resp onded to the call. It was a long, 
hard fight, owing to the v ary iu g cu r­ 
rents of the wind, bu t the fire after 
work ing destru ction in the mill and 
some adjoining factories, was aimost 
su bdu ed 
when 
a terrific ex p losion 
k illed two of tbe fire boy s and inju red 
sev en others, scattered the fire, and 
created a general p anic. 
A disp atch was sent to Amboy ask ­ 
ing the aid of that city in tbe hou r of 
distress 
Twenty -fiv e minu tes after 
the message was sent the Amboy fire­ 
ren had their engine in Dix on and 
were throwing water on the fire-hav ­ 
ing hu rried it onto a flat-car and made 
the trip at the rate of a mile a min­ 
u te. They fou ght the fire to the end, 
and retu rned 
home 
carry ing the 
thSLk s and good wishes of the p eop le 
of Dix on. 
This was the third time 
Amboy had been ap p ealed to by this 
city to help fight fire

The two boy s k illed by the ex p los­ 
ion were William Schu m, Jr., and 
Ezra S. Beck er—both of whom were 
hu rled into the mill race. They are 
the only men who ev er lost life fight­ 
ing tire in this city . Among those in­ 
ju red on the same day were O B An­ 
derson, W. H. Rink , W. W, Vann, C

The Illino is Central ro ad has in view 
a new pro ject which if carried o ut 
will g reatly encbance the safety o f the 
patro ns o f the ro ad and will mo reo ver 
relieve eng ineers and trainmen o f an­ 
x iety and feeling o f dang er that is 
no w due to the ung uarded co nditio n o f 
tbe ro ad. 
The new scheme is a telepho ne 
blo ck sy stem, by name the Manual 
Blo ck Sy stem, and desig ned to keep 
clear the ro ad between statio ns while 
a train is passing o ver the intervening 
track. 
Every statio n o n the ro ad is 
o o nnected with its two 
neig hbo ring 
statio ns with a telepho ne line o f co m­ 
municatio n 
When a train draws into a statio n 
the co nducto r must see that every 
part o f his train has left the blo ck 
just behind, and then enter the o ffice 
sig ning a card whereo n is printed a 
statement to that effect. 
Upo n re­ 
ceiving the co nducto r’s sig nature the 
o perato r telepho nes the ro ad “ clear” 
to the last statio n passed by the 
train, and then pro ceeds to ho ld the 
blo ck o n which the train is running 
until be receives the same co mmuni­ 
catio n fro m the nex t o perato r. 
The sy stem is in uss thro ug ho ut 
the So uth and o n the Io wa divisio n o f 
the Central.
